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FOREWORD 


Tins  handbook  has  been  prepared  as  a  price  support  reference  guide 
for  the  use  of  Washington  and  field  employees  of  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture.  It  combines  in  one  volume  certain  basic  information 
relating  to  price  support  programs  conducted  by  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  since  its  incorporation 
on  October  17,  1933* 

The  handbook  is  divided  into  these  three  parts: 

Part  I  -  This  part  consists  of  a  series  of  summary  tables.  One 
set  summarizes  the  information  on  level  of  support  contained  in  the 
individual  commodity  tables  in  Part  II.  The  remaining  summary  tables 
relate  to  such  matters  as  the  relative  importance  of  the  various 
methods  of  support  used  by  CCC  in  1951  and  1952,  and  the  use  of  acre¬ 
age  allotments  and  marketing  quotas  in  connection  with  price  support 
programs . 

Part  II  -  This  part  consists  of  a  series  of  tables--one  for 
each  of  the  commodities  for  which  CCC  has  conducted  a  price  support 
program.  Each  table  indicates  the  year  in  which  CCC  supported  the 
commodity  and,  where  available,  the  level  of  support  (both  in  terms 
of  percentage  of  parity  and  the  U.  S.  average  dollars-and-cents  sup¬ 
port  level),  the  method  of  support,  and  whether  the  program  was  manda¬ 
tory  or  permissive. 

Part  III  -  This  part  consists  of  a  brief  summary  of  the  legal 
authorities  under  which  CCC  price  support  programs  were  undertaken. 

The  CCC  price  support  programs  covered  in  the  handbook  are  the  only 
programs  undertaken  by  the  Department  in  which  the  Department  pur¬ 
chases  or  makes  loans  on  commodities  at  fixed  prices  related  to  a 
parity  standard.  In  addition  to  these  CCC  price  support  programs, 
the  Department  also  conducts  these  major  programs  which  affect  prices 
received  by  farmers:  (l)  Section  32  programs,  which  remove  limited 
quantities  of  surplus  commodities  from  the  normal  channels  of  trade; 

(2)  marketing  agreement  and  order  programs,  which  seek  to  stabilize 
marketings  of  certain  fruits,  vegetables,  tree  nuts,  and  fluid  milk; 

(3)  quotas  under  the  Sugar  Act  of  19^8.  Information  covering  these 
other  programs  is  available  in  other  publications  of  the  Department. 

The  CCC  price  support  programs  included  in  this  handbook  cover  all 
programs  classified  in  the  CCC  budget  as  price  support  since  19^7 
(when  the  current  budget  classification  was  adopted),  and  other  pro¬ 
grams  in  effect  prior  to  19^7  which  would  have  been  classified  as 
price  support  under  the  present  budget  category.  The  current  CCC 
budget  provides  for  five  budgetary  programs- -price  support,  supply 
and  foreign  purchase,  commodity  export,  and  storage  facility  and 
loan  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  conservation  purposes. 

During  World  War*  II,  CCC  also  conducted  certain  consumer  subsidy 
programs . 
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More  details  covering  CCC  price  support  operations  than  are  available 
in  this  handbook  can  be  obtained  from  the  CCC  Chartbook  which  provides 
a  graphic  summary  of  operations  from  October  17,  1933>  through  June  30, 
1952,  the  Monthly  Report  of  Financial  Conditions  and  Operations  of  CCC, 
the  Annual  Reports  of  PMA  and  CCC,  and  Price  Programs  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Agriculture  Information  Bulletin  13. 

In  using  this  material,  it  should  be  noted  that  in  most  cases  the 
support  price  figure  shown  represent®  the  U.  S.  average  price  to  pro¬ 
ducers  for  all  grade®  and  qualities  of  the  commodity  sold  at  local 
markets .  Support  programs  generally  provide  for  levels  of  support  at 
specific  markets  which  reflect  these  average  levels.  The  percentage 
of  parity  used  Is  based  on  the  parity  price  in  effect  at  the  time  the 
price  support  announcement  was  made  irrespective  of  any  revisions  in 
parity  which  may  have  been  made  at  a  later  date. 

This  handbook  was  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Office  of  Price  in 
cooperation  with  the  commodity  branches  responsible  for  the  price  sup¬ 
port  programs.  The  handbook  was  prepared  under  the  supervision  of 
Sidney  N.  Gubin.  Considerable  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the 
handbook  was  rendered  by  members  of  the  Office  of  Price,  particularly 
Miss  0.

Castor  bean  seeds:  Price  support  programs  undertaken  by  CCC 


19 Ul  crop  -  CCC  offered  to  purchase  castor  bean  seeds  at  U  cents  per  pound  (shelled  basis)  in  war©- 
houses  in  order  to  insure  an  ample  supply  for  local  planting  under  the  castor  bean  production 
expansion  program.  It  is  estimated  that  this  would  return  3i  cents  per  pound  (shelled  basis)  to 
growers,  or  the  equivalent  of  2.3  cents  per  pound  in  the  hull.  This  was  a  permissive  program. 

19U2  crop  -  CCC  offered  to  purchase  pure  castor  bean  seeds  at  h  cents  per  pound  for  dry  beans  in 
the  hull  which  would  shell  out  70  percent.  The  seed  was  used  in  the  castor  bean  production  expansion 
program.  This  was  a  permissive  program. 

19 U 3  crop  -  CCC  offered  to  purchase  castor  bean  seeds  at  $6.00  per  hundred  for  dry  beans  in  the  hull 
which  would  shell  out  70  percent.

This  was  equivalent  to  $83.60  per  ton  for  olives  crushed  for  oil  and  hh 
percent  of  the  parity  price  for  such  olives  as  of  December  1,  1951.  This  was  a  permissive  program. 

1952  crop  CCC  offered  loans  and  purchase  agreements  to  olive  producers  at  $2.50  per  gallon  (7.61 
pounds)  of  olive  oil.  This  was  equivalent  to  $83.60  per  ton  for  olives  crushed  for  oil  and  50 
percent  of  the  parity  price  for  such  olives  as  of  September  1,  1952.  This  was  a  permissive  program.

During  the  wartime  period,  19UU—19U5  two  different  types  of  programs  ((a)  an  offer  t©  purchase 
unlimited  quantities  of  certain  price  support  fruits  in  191*1*  *  and  (b)  a  guaranty  to  purchase  a 
specified  percentage  of  quantities  set  aside  for  Government  use  in  19h$)  for  expanding  production 
of  certain  fruits  for  canning  were  announced  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  *  Each  of  the 
announced  programs  provided  for  grower  support  prices®  It  was  not  necessary  to  put  a  CCC  price 
support  operation  into  effect  during  either  year  because  economic  conditions  or  purchase  opera¬ 
tions  under  other  programs  enabled  growers  to  obtain  support  prices® 


Canned  vegetables*  Price  support  programs  undertaken  by  CCC 

During  the  wartime  period,  19l*l— 19l*5  three  different  types  of  programs  ((a)  consumer  subsidy, 

(b)  offer  to  purchase  unlimited  quantities  of  certain  price  support  canned  vegetables,  and  (c) 
guaranty  to  purchase  specified  percentage  of  quantities  of  canned  vegetables  set  aside  for 
Government  use)  for  expanding  production  of  certain  vegetables  for  canning  were  announced  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture®  In  connection  with  each  of  these  programs,  beginning  in  19l*3 
(19U2  for  tomatoes  and  peas)  the  Department  announced  grower  support  prices*  It  was  necessary 
to  put  a  CCC  price  support  operation  into  effect  only  on  the  191*5  pack,  because  in  other  years 
economic  conditions  or  purchase  operations  under  other  programs  enabled  growers  to  obtain  support 
prices*  Purchases  in  19U5  were  made  at  a  specified  percentage  (86«1*$)  of  the  earmarks  gross 
ceiling*  This  CCC  program  was  a  permissive  program. 


CANNED  FRUITS  AND  CANNED  VEGETABLES 
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Concentrated  grapefruit  juices  Price  support  programs  undertaken  by  CCC 


19li7-i*8  season  -  CCC  offered  to  purchase  a  limited  quantity  of  concentrated  grapefruit  juice  from 
processors  or  growers  on  the  basis  of  competitive  offers.  Purchases  were  made  at  an  average  price 
of  $1.60  per  gallon.  This  was  a  permissive  program. 


Hops:  Price  support  programs  undertaken  by  CCC 


1938  crop  -  CCC  made  loans  to  producers  on  1938  hops  certificated  under  the  marketing  agreement 
and  order  program  at  an  average  net  loan  value  of  19  cents  per  pound.  Loans  were  made  through 
the  Pacific  Coast  Hop  Stabilization  Corporation.  Loans  were  made  at  these  gross  weights  per 
pound:  Prime  grade,  23  cents;  Medium  grade,  21  cents;  Common  grade,  19  cents.  However,  CCC 
retained  3  cents  per  pound  to  be  used  in  the  liquidation  of  any  hops  pooled.  This  was  a  per¬ 
missive  program. 
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CONCENTRATED  GRAPEFRUIT  JUICE  AND  HOPS 


Dried  fruits;  Price  support  programs  undertaken  by  CCC 

CCC  price  support  programs  were  in  effect  for  dried  fruits  in  10  of  the  12  years  between  1937  and  I9I48®  These 
programs,  all  of  which  were  permissive,  may  be  classified  into  these  three  groups?  (a)  Prewar  (X93?“19UO), 

(b)  wartime  production  incentive  (19U2-19U5),  and  (c)  postwar  readjustment  (l9ii7“19U8). 

Prewar  1937-19UO 

CCC  made  nonrecourse  loans  to  growers'  associations  to  facilitate  a  program  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
under  which  surplus  dates,  figs,  prunes,  and  raisins  were  being  diverted  from  the  normal  channels  of  trade. 

The  loans  permitted  these  associations  to  make  advances  to  producers  and  to  finance  the  carrying  and  orderly 
marketing  of  the  dried  fruits.  The  maximum  loan  rates  per  ton  were  as  follows:

Wartime  production  incentive  19U2-I9U5 

The  Department  announced  producer  support  prices  for  dried  apples  (I9ii2-19ltii),  apricots,  pears,  peaches,  prunes, 
and  raisins  to  encourage  increased  production®  The  price  support  levels  for  cut  fruits  were  the  same  as  the  prise 
ceilings;  those  for  raisins  and  prunes  were  higher®  These  price  supports  were  implemented  by  offers  to  purchase 
and,  in  the  case  of  prunes  and  raisins,  by  a  consumer  subsidy  program.  It  was  not  necessary  for  CCC  to  put  any 
price  support  program  in  effect  during  the  period  because  economic  conditions,  purchases  for  lend-leas©  and  the 
military,  and  the  subsidy  program  kept  prices  at  support  levels* 

Postwar  19U7-19U8 


CCC  supported  prices  by  purchases  of  processed  fruit  from  processors  on  an  offer  and  acceptance  basis,  rather  than 
at  fixed  prices  announced  in  advance.  In  19h7,  purchases  were  made  at  these  average  prices  per  tom  apples, 
$27h.l3;  apricots,  $393.57;  dates,  $177. 2li;  figs,  $166.65;  peaches,  $165»l8;  pears,  $236®7li|  prunes,  $180.12; 
raisins,  $160.82.  In  19U8,  programs  were  announced  on  all  dried  fruits  except  dates,  but  purchases  were  neces¬ 
sary  only  on  prunes  at  an  average  of  $l5h«6l  and  raisins  at  an  average  of  $161.56.  Under  the  19h8  prune  program, 
processors  were  required  to  pay  producers  not  less  than  $lh0.00  per  ton  for  prunes  90/100  or  larger,  and  not 
less  than  $115.00  per  ton  for  prunes  of  100/120  count.  Under  the  19h8  raisin  program,  processors  were  required 
to  pay  producers  not  less  than  $130.00  per  ton  for  sun-dried  Thompson  seedless  and  Muscat  raisins,  $165*00  per 
ton  for  golden  bleached  Thompson  seedless,  and  $125.00  per  ton  for  sun-dried  Sultana  raisins.

Pecans 

1938  crop  -  CCC  made  a  loan  to  the  Pecan  Stabilization  Association,  Inc.,  on  unshelled  pecans  at 
prices  not  in  excess  of  those  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  cooperative,  in  turn, 
was  required  to  pay  growers  specified  prices.  It  is  estimated  that  the  average  loan  rate  was  about 
12§-  cents  per  pound.  This  was  a  permissive  program. 

191*2  crop  -  CCC  made  loans  to  cooperative  associations  of  producers  who,  in  turn,  made  advances  to 
producers  at  rates  specified  in  the  loan  schedule.  Provision  was  made  also  for  purchases  in  areas 
where  loans  were  not  used.  The  facilities  of  the  American  Pecan  Growers  Association  were  used  under 
the  program.  Rates  in  the  loan  schedule  range  from  6  to  XU  cents  per  pound  for  farmers*  stock  un¬ 
shelled  pecans,  depending  upon  grade,  and  from  Jit  to  16  cents  per  pound  for  Schley  variety.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  average  loan  rate  reflected  approximately  75  percent  of  parity.  This  was  a  per¬ 
missive  program. 

19  W*  crop  -  CCC  offered  to  purchase  unshelled  pecans  from  dealers  who  paid  growers  not  less  than  des¬ 
ignate  df prices.  The  program  provided  for  the  purchase  of  seedling  pecans st  16  cents  per  pound,  f.o.b. 
cars  or  trucks,  provided  growers  were  paid  not  less  than  1$  cents  per  pound®  Purchases  of  improved 
pecans  of  the  Stuart  variety  were  to  be  made  at  2h  cents  per  pound  for  lots  averaging  60  nuts  or  less 
per  pound,  and  22  cents  per  pound  for  those  lots  averaging  61  or  more  nuts  per  pound.  Dealers  were 
required  to  pay  growers  not  less  than  1  cent  below  the  purchase  price.  It  is  estimated  that  these 
purchase  prices  reflected  an  average  of  20.8  cents  per  pound,  or  90  percent  of  the  comparable  price. 
The  program  was  inoperative.  This  was  a  permissive  program. 

Walnuts 

19lil  crop  -  CCC  made  a  loan  to  the  California  Walnut  Growers  Association  on  shelled  walnuts  produced 
£rom  the  19Ul  crop  at  90  percent  of  the  market  price  of  the  walnuts  pledged  for  security  of  the  loan. 
This  loan  was  made  to  enable  the  association  to  make  settlement  to  producers  on  the  1951  crop  and  to 
market  in  an  orderly  manner  the  large  quantities  of  shelled  walnuts  obtained  from  the  19I1I  crop. 

This  was  a  permissive  program.

Puerto  Rican  blackstrap  molasses 

19k 2  crop  -  On  August  3,  19k3  a  program  was  announced  under  which  loans  were  offered  on  Puerto  Rican  blackstrap 
molasses  made  from  19U2  crop  sugar 5  which  had  not  been  shipped  due  to  inadequate  shipping  space 0  Loans  were 
available  at  a  rate  of  6£  per  gallon  on  blackstrap  stored  in  tanks  acceptable  to  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 
No  loans  were  made  because  of  sales  of  the  molasses  by  the  producers*  This  was  a  permissive  program* 


Sugar  beets 

19U7  crop  -  Under  the  19hl  Sugar  Beet  Price  Support  Program  (which  became  effective  November  1,  19k7  following 
termination  of  the  Sugar  Beet  Subsidy  Program)  the  CCC  entered  into  agreements  with  beet  processors  providing 
for  a  "support  price"  for  each  sugar  beef  settlement  area5  to  be  paid  in  full  by  the  processor  when  the  beets 
were  delivered.  The  support  price  guarantee  provided  that  the  national  average  price  received  by  growers, 
including  payments  under  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937 9  as  amended^  would  be  approximately  &llu50  per  ton  of  beets. 

To  enable  the  processors  to  make  the  support  price  commitment  to  beet  growers^  CCC  agreed  to  pay  to  processors 
any  amount  by  which  the  "average  cane  basis  price"  was  less  than  $8.20  per  100  pounds  during  the  period  when 
sugar  from  the  19U7  crop  was  sold.  This  was  a  permissive  program.

Authority  for  Price  Support  and  Related  rro  grams 


In  furtherance  of  the  purpose  of  the  Agri cultural  Adjustment  Act  of 
1933  (U8  Stat.  31)  of  re-establishing  the  purchasing  power  of  farmers 
at  parity  level,  early  price  support  programs  were  carried  out  by  CCC 
under  the  authority  contained  in  its  Delaware  Charter*  The  Corpora- 
tion  carried  out  price  support  programs  under  this  authority,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  various  specific  statutory  authorizations  and  directives, 
until  it  was  incorporated  as  a  Federal  corporation  by  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  Charter  Act  in  1968  (62  Stat.  1070 ). 

By  the  Act  of  August  2U,  1 935,  as  amended  (Sec.  32),  (ti9  Stat.  750, 

77U),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  was  authorized  to  use  funds  equiva¬ 
lent  to  30  percent  of  the  customs  receipts  to  encourage  exportation 
and  domestic  consumption  of  agricultural  commodities  and  to  re-establish 
farmers'  purchasing  power  by  making  payments  in  connection  with  the 
normal  production  of  any  agricultural  commodity  for  domestic  consump¬ 
tion.  Many  programs  carried  out  under  this  authority  are  so  designed 
as  to  have  price  support  effect. 

Section  302  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  (52  Stat.  R3) 
authorized  CCC  to  make  loans  on  agricultural  commodities,  including 
dairy  products,  and  directed  CCC  to  make  loans  upon  wheat,  cotton, 
and  com  at  levels  between  52  and  75  percent  of  parity.  Sec.  359(e) 

(55  Stat.  90)  of  the  Act,  added  April  3,  19U1,  required  that  loans 
be  made  available  on  peanuts  at  levels  between  50  and  75  percent  of 
parity.  Sec.  303  of  the  Act  (52  Stat.  U5)  authorized  the  Secretary 
to  make  payments  to  producers  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton,  rice,  or 
tobacco  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  return  to  such  producers  as 
nearly  equal  to  parity  price  as  funds  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
permitted. 

Sec.  8(b)  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  as 
amended,  (U9  Stat,  1150,  52  Stat.  31 ),  authorized  the  Secretary  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  one  of  which  is  to  re-establish 
farmers'  putchasing  power,  by  making  payments  or  grants  of  other  aid 
to  producers.  Sec.  12(a)  of  that  Act  (U 9  Stat.  13.51,  53  Stat.  550) 
authorized  the  Secretary  to  use  funds  appropriated  under  the  Act  for 
the  expansion  of  domestic  and  foreign  markets  and  for  surplus  re¬ 
moval  or  disposition. 

The  Act  of  May  26,  19U1  (55  Stat.  203)  directed  CCC  to  make  loans  to 
cooperators  on  the  19Ul  crops  of  rice,  tobacco,  cotton,  corn  and 
wheat  at  85  percent  of  parity.  This  Act  was  amended  (55  Stat.  860) 
to  add  peanuts  to  the  list  of  commodities  to  be  supported  and  to 
extend  its  applicability  to  the  19U2  through  19R6  crops. 

Section  8(a)  of  the  Stabilization  Act  of  19h2  (56  Stat.  767)  directed 
CCC  to  make  loans  to  cooperators  at  90  percent  of  parity  upon  any 
crop  of  cotton,  corn,  wheat,  rice,  tobacco  and  peanuts  harvested 
after  December  31,  19U1,  and  before  two  years  after  the  end  of  the 
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war*  (This  period  ended  December  31*  191*8®)  The  Act  of  June  30 s 
X9i*i*  (58  Stat®  632)  amended  this  section  by  increasing  the  rate  on 
cotton  harvested  after  December  31>  191*3,  to  92  l/2  percent  of  parity 
and  the  Act  of  October  3,  191*8  (58  St  at*  765)  further  amended  this 
section  by  increasing  the  rate  on  cotton  to  95  percent  of  parity 
with  respect  to  crops  harvested  after  December  31 ,  X9l*3,  and  planted 
prior  to  January  1*  19U5® 

The  Act  of  July  28  ,  191*5  (59  St  at,  >06)  required  that  the  support 
rate  on  fire-cured  tobacco  be  75  percent  of  the  rate  for  burley 
tobacco  and  that  the  rate  for  dark  air-cured  and  Virginia  sun-cured 
tobacco  be  66  2/3  percent  of  the  burley  rate® 

Sec®  1*  of  the  Act  of  July  1,  191*1.5  the  so-called  Steagall  amendment 
(55  State  U98)  required  the  Secretary  during  the  war  emergency  to 
support  at  not  less  than  85  percent  of  parity  or  comparable  price 
those  nonbasic  commodities  with  respect  to  which  he  requested  in¬ 
creased  production#  By  the  Act  of  October  2,  19h2  (56  Stat®  768) 
the  minimum  rate  of  support  was  increased  to  90  percent  of  parity  and 
such  support  was  required  to  be  continued  for  two  years  after  the  end 
of  the  war* 

The  subsidy  aspects  of  certain  price  support  programs  which  were 
carried  out  at  processor  levels  during  the  wax  years  were  carried 
out  pursuant  to  directives  issued  under  Executive  Orders  9250  of 
October  3*  191*2  and  9328  of  April  8,  1 91*3,  issued  under  the  Stabili¬ 
zation  Act  of  19U2  and  the  First  War  Powers  Act  of  191*1* 

Tha  Act  of  August  5$  19U7  (61  Stat®  76 9)  required  Commodity  Credit 
Coiporation  to  support  the  price  of  wool  until  December  31*  191*85 
at  the  level  at  which  wool  was  supported  in  191*6* 

The  Agricultural  Act  of  191*8  (62  Stat*  12i*7)  required  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  support  the  price  of  the  19l*9  crops  of  the  basic 
commodities  at  90  percent  of  parity  and  to  support  until  January  1, 
1950  the  price  of  Steagall  commodities  at  not  less  than  60  percent 
of  parity  or  comparable  price  and  not  in  excess  of  the  level  at 
which  such  commodities  were  supported  in  191*8,  with  the  exception  of 
Irish  potatoes  harvested  before  January  1,  191*9,  milk  and  milk 
products,  hogs,  chickens,  and  eggs,  which  were  required  to  be  sup¬ 
ported  at  90  percent  of  parity  or  comparable  price®  This  act  also 
amended  the  Act  of  August  5,  191*7,  by  extending  to  June  30,  1950 
the  period  during  which  mandatory  support  must  be  made  available  on 
wool;  and  stated  the  policy  of  Congress  that  the  other  price  sup¬ 
port  operations  of  the  Department  should  be  carried  out  until 
January  1,  1950,  so  as  to  bring  the  income  of  producers  of  other 
commodities  to  a  fair  parity  relationship,  to  the  extent  that  funds 
remained  available,  with  the  basic  and  Steagall  commodities  and  wool. 
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The  Agricultural  Act  of  19ii9  (63  Stat.  1051 )  provided  mandatory 
support  at  levels  not  in  excess  of  90  percent  of  parity  nor  less 
than  certain  prescribed  minimums  for  the  basic  commodities;  provided 
mandatory  support  for  wool  and  mohair,  tung  nuts,  honey,  Irish 
potatoes,  milk  and  milk  products,  at  levels  between  60  and  90  per¬ 
cent  of  parity  (between  75  and  90  percent  of  parity  in  the  case  of 
milk  and  milk  products);  authorized  price  support  at  levels  not  in 
excess  of  90  percent  of  parity  for  other  nonbasic  commodities, 
subject  to  consideration  being  given  to  specified  factors;  and  pro¬ 
vided  that  insofar  as  feasible,  price  support  should  be  made 
available  on  any  storable  nonbasic  commodity  for  which  a  marketing 
quota  or  marketing  agreement  or  order  program  is  in  effect*  The  Act 
of  March  31,  1950  (61*  Stat*  1*2)  prohibited  price  support  for  potatoes 
of  the  1951  smd  subsequent  crops  unless  marketing  quotas  are  in 
effect.  There  is  no  legislation  which  authorizes  marketing  quotas 
on  potatoes. 


Section  106(a)  of  the  Act  of  June  30,  1952  (66  Stat,  298),  amending 
the  Defense  Production  Act,  provided  for  price  support  at  90  percent 
of  parity  for  the  basic  commodities  under  any  program  announced 
while  Title  IV  of  the  Defense  Production  Act  authorizing  price  con¬ 
trols  was  in  effect.  Title  IV  expired  as  of  April  30,  1953* 

The  Act  of  July  17,  1952  (66  Stat.  758),  amending  the  Agricultural 
Act  of  191*9,  provides  for  90  percent  of  parity  price  support  for  the 
1953  and  1951*  crops  of  the  basic  commodities  with  respect  to  which 
producers  have  not  disapproved  marketing  quotas.  The  act  also  pro¬ 
vides  that  the  price  support  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of 
191*9  shall  apply  separately  to  American  Upland  ootton  and  to  extra- 
long  staple  cotton;  however,  the  level  of  support  for  extra-long 
staple  ootton  of  the  1953  crop  must  be  in  the  same  relationship  to 
that  of  American  Upland  cotton  as  the  relationship  of  their  average 
farm  prices  during  the  period  1936-1 91*2, 
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
